The invention according to claims 1-3 and 7-8, 10-12, 15 is 
previously known from document Dl and thus not novel. 

The invention according to claims 4-6 differs from the method 
and arrangement of Dl since the invention state that the 
receiver comprises the following parts: processing unit 
memory unit, bus driver and logical unit. This is merely one 
of several straightforward ways to facilitate a receiver from 
which the skilled person would select a way. Hence, the 
invention according to claims 4-6 is not considered to involve 
an inventive step. 

In claims 9 and 13-14 slight constructional variations are 
suggested that are obvious to a person skilled in the art 
especially as the advantages thus achieved can be readily 
contemplated in advance. Consequently, the invention claimed 
in claims 9 and 13-14 does not involve an inventive step.
